HE illuftrious houfe of Hohenlce has many’ 


branches, each of which are fovereigns in 
their own eftates.

But judge 
what mutt be his furprize, when he faw a fervant 
lighting in a joiner, who carried a coffin on his 
fhoulders! He thought at firlt that he had been 
in a dream; but looking about him, and feeing 
the vifage of one who had not fpoken a word, a 
vifage overfpread with a mortal palenefs, ke 
made but one jump from the bed into the middle 
of the chamber.

While all the family were treirbling and get. 
ting ready to follow the matter of the houfe, the 
Englith nobleman, who hid again found his 
chamber, had flipt into bed, quite out of breath: 
and his fricnd hiving atked him where he had 
been, he told him that he had jutt been lying 
with a dead body. ’Sblood! a dead body! ithad 
perhaps the plague, cried he, jumping in his 
turn out of bed, and running to the door to call 
foralight.

[I died in the city of Rouen, at a houfe near 
the new bridge, aud am buried in St. Euttache’s 
churchyard.

The Banker no fooner returned home, than 
finking into an armed chair, he continued look- 
ing wildly at his wife. She was terrified, and 
did not ceafe importuning him with her quef- 
ions.—At laft he cried out, There is nothing 
more true than that he is dead and walks about 
every where. I lrave feen the coat he had on 
when he came here. Oh! oh! cried the Ban- 
ker’s wife, running about and feeking for her 
gloves and her muff, no longer will I flay in this 
houfe. 1! I ftay in a houfe that is haunted by 
dead ghoits! No, Sir, don’t think any fuch mat- 
ter: Thefe are the vifits that your fine acquain- 
tance with the Lords of Hohenloe have brought 
upon you.

Extra&t of a letter from Halifax, Aug. 4. 

Jn my laft, I mentioned the Prevoyante to 
be of 20 guns—it was a miftake. She fought 24 
when taken, She is commiffioned, and the com- 
mand given to Capt. Beresford, (late of the Huf- 
far) and now mounts 36 guns, 

«The Roifon is alfo commiffioned and com- 
manded by Capt. Rowley, (late of the Lynx) She 
Mounts 20 guns. 

“The Bonetta, floop of war, of 16 guns, ar- 
rived lately from England, and is added to the 
fguadron on this ftation. She is commanded by 
Capt. Rodd.” 

Auguft 19. 
Murder of George Wilkinfon. 

On Friday evening a melancholy affair hap- 
pened at Salem. One George Wilkinfon, aged 


24, of Sunderland, (Enug.) who Jately left an 
Englith fhip on our coaft, had made an appoint- 
mént to meet at $8 o’clock a woman of his ac- 





quaintance at Henry Blackburn‘s the chimney- 
fweeper, at the lower end of St. Peter’s-ftrect. 
Wilkinfon had received his advance wages on 
the preceding day, and generoufiy furnifhed the 
party, confitting of Blackburn and his wife, and 
himfelf and girl, witha fupper of bread and 
cheefe, and good liquor. At ten o’clock he 
propofed to depart, but Blackburn forbid him, 
but perfifting, Blackburn (the light being out) 
took a fword and ftuck him below the breatt. It 
entered feveral inches, and pafled iato the colen, 
injuring feveral blood veilels as it pafled. Wil- 
kinfon fell, but no alarm was made till 2 o’clock, 
and then in confequence of the groans of this un- 
happy man. Upon the difcovery, Blackburn 
was ordered to go fora phylician. ‘The man 
lingered till the afternoon, and then expired. 
He depofed, before he died, upon oath in pre- 
fenfe of the Majifrates, that there had been no 
quarrel previous to the fatal itroke, nor could 
the wretch who killed him, and was prefent at 
the oath, make any excufe but his intemperance. 
A jury of inqueft was called, and gave their 
verdict, Wilful Murder by the hands of Henry 
Blackburn. He was buried from the Charity 
houfe on Sunday evebing. 
From France—Dire&. 

The fhip Mercury, Capt. Howland, has arri- 
ved at New-Bedford, in 42 days from Havre. 
The papers by her have not been fent to town 
confequently we cannot prefent our readers with 
a general detail of the events they may contain. 
From private leters, we collect, that the price 
of provifions, had fo far tallen in France, that 
feveral vefiels laden with fiour, &c. which arri- 
ved about the time of the failing of the Mercury, 
had immediately departed for ports in Holland. 
This was actually the cafe with two veilels be- 
longing to this port, and confidering the recent 
very high prices, indicate fymptoms of approach- 
ing peace. 

Augult 21. 

We learn from New-Port, that the Medufa 
was ftill lying in the harbour, and the Africa, at 
fome diitance off, though in fight of the town. 
The Medufa was ready to fail for Bordeaux— 
waited only for a wind-—and the officers were 
determined, if they could not outfail the Africa, 
to engage her. The Medufa had 450 men, and 
was to take 150 paflengers for Bordcuux. 





BaLttTimore, Aug. t2. 

Capt. Jofeph Brett, in the fchooner Bell, who 
arrived yelterday from Wathington, North 
Carolina, fays, that the waters occafioned by the 
late rain, had been been very high in that 
country, that the frefhets had carried away the 
greater part of the warehoufes, both at Wafhing- 
ton and Newbern. ‘That mott of the thipping 
in their harbours had been drove from their 
moorings, and that many of them were high and 
dry. Capt. Brett informs us that three Spanith 
fhips were on fhore to the fouthward of Qcrocok 
bar, and feveral other veffeis in the fame fisuation 
to the northward of that place.
